Honfleur Lewis’s intereft now requiring 
that he fhould proteft Alphonfo, to play him 
aeainft Ferdinand and Isabella, then negoci- 
atina; with Maximilian, who having mairied 
the heirefs of Burgunda, was become mailer 
cf the Netherlands. Lewis urged Alphonfo 
to return to his dominions, and ordered tne 
province of Normandy to furnifh requilites 
for the voyage. Don Juan, in the mean 
time, purfuant to his father’s orders, had 
convened the Hates of Portugal in order to 
his coronation ; and that ceremony was 
fcarcely over, when he received advice that 
the king, his father, was landed. 

Every coniideration immediately gave way 
to filial duty. The young prince abdicates 
the fovereignty, lays alide the royal eniigns, 
and flies into his father’s arms.
